So far I have received NO Responses that Stretching the 
wire ADVERSELY affects it. 


Except on person was worried about diameter changes etc. 
But I looked up the values with different wire diameters 
and this is WELL within any tuning range. Besides, I 
don't just count turns, I measure performance. 


I did the BOILED torid/winding thing when I posted my 
mini-series of articles on the OHR-100 drift problem. 

I didn't find any significant improvement with that. But 
I did learn that it IS OK and is not detremental. I 

will probably do it again just to improve the LAY 

of the turns. 


That said, I always wind my toroids as 

tightly as (humanly) possible to keep them neat and close 
to the desired value. I have taken measurements of the 
OHR-100A and OHR-400 toroids prior to installation, with 
my Wavetek LCR meter. Identically-wound toroids will show 
some minor differences in value (in the uH's) and that 
will have to be "tuned out" along with component variance 
between identical capacitors -- standard stuff, right?

The case for LO or VFO drift in the OHR-100A, IHMO seems 
to be linked to *movement" of toroid windings on L114. If 
those windings are not doped or waxed, the rig can exhibit 
drift and shift in tunable range. That particular toroid 
tunes like a "hair trigger," and It's really important to

"nail the windings down" once the rig is aligned properly. 
In addition, it's important to dope or wax all of the 
other toroids and variable caps when the rig has been 
fully aligned.

Great discussion! What I know: The interwinding capacitance 
is the primary change when sliding wires over the core. This 
affects the inductance by cancellation due to capacitance 
effect. (I.E. phasing of stored fields later returned to the 
circuit.) 


The positive temperature coefficient of these toroids is HUGE! 
They use magnetic cores in some soldering iron tips. Now there's 
a tidbit ol' Ed had hidden in the dusty archives of his brain :) 
Sweep, sweep, cough! 


They heat the magnet up until it loses magnetization and the relay 
opens until the soldering iron cools enuf for the magnet to pull 
the relay again. You hear a little clicking from the iron as it 
cycles to stabalize the temperature. 


Well, depending on how many turns are on the core, the predominant 
change in frequency is the number of turns and the core material. A 
small adjustment is possible by sliding turns around but the biggest 
change in inductance is core related. As the core temperature changes, 
the inductance changes and it is much more than the amount possible 
using the stray winding capacitance. 


Background: 2 years tuning balun core transformes on a -45 db return 
loss bridge used in the HP8505 network analyzer. Also line tech on 
the RF reference load in the HP8510A/B/C S-parameter test set tuning 
the ferrite bead on the transmission line. These are mini-coax 
wound on toroid choke baluns. Guess who has proto 1 in his junk 

box :) 


I was THE tech on a special project up to 40 GHZ where HEAT SHRINK 
tubing over the .141 semi-rigid coax was the solution to stabalizing 


phase match over temperature between the coaxial lines. 


<Big Grin>, imagine telling your buddy you were putting heat shrink 
over your .141 semi-rigid coax -- He'd call the wagon for you!

OK, I have to say something about this topic: 


It's not a good idea to stretch copper wire before winding your toroids. 
Copper, like many metals, will "work harden" when subjected to stress 
such as flexing or stretching. That is why you can flex many metals and 
wire until they snap. 


Try running a piece of copper wire across your fingertips a few times, 
while forcing it to bend at an angle. Athough this procedure will help to 
straighten and remove kinks from the wire, each time you do it the wire 
will become stiffer, and smaller in diameter. A small amount of 
straightening this way is probably not too harmful, but if you keep at 
it, you will notice the wire becomes harder to work with (pun intended). 
It also will tend to be more difficult to wind tightly about the toroid 
core, particularly small cores. 


Application of heat will reduce or eliminate this hardening effect, but I 
don't have the data as to what temperature must be achieved to soften the 
wire back to an annealed condition. I have noticed that boiling or even 
application of a hot air hair dryer helps to reduce the stress induced 
from winding and / or handling. If you use a match or butane lighter to 
help remove the enamel for soldering, you have no doubt noticed how much 
softer the section of wire that was heated is. It gets much softer than 
the original enameled wire from the spool. 


These effects are widely known and taught in welding school, and 
metallurgy classes. Large steel objects have to be preheated before 
welding, or stress-relieved after the weld is complete for the weld to 
achieve acceptable strength in some cases. Copper, aluminum, and most 
other metals all exhibit an increase in hardness when subjected to stress 
from welding (and subsequent cooling) or from bending. As the weld cools, 
extreme stress is induced in thick material. This is why very large 
structures such as bridge girders and beams are often still riveted 
together instead of welded, as the welding process would significantly 
weaken the metal and cause additional distortions and problems as 
oppposed to riveting. 


Work hardening alloys are useful for metal used on bulldozer cleats, 
tracks, and rollers, or where soil erosion of earth moving equipment is a 


problem. Molybdenum and nickel are two alloys that are useful for these 
applications. Copper is not commonly used in iron or steel alloys because 
of cost and it also does not mix well when molten with the iron, and it 
interferes with the welding process too much, and adds little to the 
finished weld properties. Copper *is*x sometimes used to coat welding rods 
used for gas welding, to reduce oxidation of the rods before use, But the 
coating is thin, and it basically vaporizes (or forms oxides) when the 
welding is begun. 


Work hardening is also the reason railroad tracks (and RR car wheels) get 
so hard, and why a copper penny placed on the tracks gets harder, as well 
as thinner. ;-) Have you ever placed a penny in one of those coin 
operated press machines that squeeze a penny into a unique keep sake? 


In summary, I recommend handling and bending the wire as little as 
possible, to allow easy winding and reduced stress and springiness of the 
finished coil. 


Yes, I used to weld a lot in a previous life. ;-) Compared to soldering, 
welding is xmuchx more difficult. Respect those people who weld your 
bridges, autos, and buildings. It is a very worthy and amazing process. 


Sorry for the long post, but I felt it was necessary to present some 
examples to illustrate the concepts.

Allow me to put in my two cents about baluns. I'm 
partial to the W2DU balun/choke. This is the type 


"balun" that uses ferrite cores slipped over the 

coax. According to Amidon, eight of the FB-77-5621 
cores slipped over RG-58 will result in approximately 
2K ohms of choking impedance. Given the common 10/1 
ratio used, this should choke any impedance up to 
about 200 ohms. (If the impedance to be choked is 

1000 ohms, five times as many cores would be required). 


Something that may not be obvious to all hams is 

that this type of choke works in unbalanced to 
unbalanced applications as well as it works in 
unbalanced to balanced applications. In other 

words, this type of "balun" chokes RF on the outside 
braid no matter what the antenna system configuration. 


It works in the middle of a transmission line or at 
the tuner as well as it works at the antenna. This 
is the type choke to install at the coax/twinlead 
junction on a G5RV.

So as not to clog up the reflector with this thread, I will make this my one 
and only on the subject. 


I would caution those that have the belief the interests of the large 
commercial manufacturers are not in the best interest of Amateur Radio, 
perhaps even contrary to the purposes of Amateur Radio as suggested by a 
prior post. Holding a business malevolently liable for wanting to make 
profit is a bit, well, irrational. Believe it or not, the Amateur Radio 
manufacturers are our allies! How many political liasons in congress do we 
have? As long as we can keep these businesses profitable in their sales of 
equipment to Amateur Radio operators, we will have their support in issues 
that threaten the sales of their product. Seems to me we need to keep them 


happy. 


As hard as it may be to accept the facts, this is a numbers motivated game. 
Altruistic concepts unfortunately bear no weight when it comes to the final 
decision as to what group gets what band of frequencies. It is all dependant 
upon how many dollars are circulated on the proposed use of those 
frequencies. Therein lies reasoning for my support of the new licensing 
structure. 


I am a STAUNCH supporter of CW and I personally operate CW roughly 95% of 
the time I am on the air. I am a conservative that supports the concept one 
must earn and work towards the benefits a person can reap from a higher 
class of license. If I thought my considerations of these fundamental 
concepts would ensure the survival of Amateur Radio, I would make this the 
hill I would die on. However, it will not, because more important than what 
*xI*x want, is what Amateur Radio needs to ensure its survival for the decades 
to come. And that my friends is numbers and purchasing dollars, pure and 
simple. 


My suggestion to the FCC and the ARRL, accepting the fact that inducting new 
operators with less demanding standards than previously required, would also 
xprobablyx infer a lesser operational standard amongst these operators, is 
that we simultaneously improve our self-policing and enforcement standards. 
One without the other will indeed likely create pandamonium on the bands. 


A cycnical mind might conclude that is exactly what they want, for then they 
could warrant stripping us of our sacred frequencies. I don't think so. If 
the Government wants our frequencies they surely do not need a complex 


conspiratorial scheme to take them. They will simply take them. Unless of 
course the manufacturers are there to help protect our interests. Hmmm. 


Comparing Amateur Radio to the NRA, do you think the members of the NRA are 
taking shots (no pun intended) at say, Smith and Wesson? Probably not. Why 
do we? And why do we think it bad for a manufacturer to make a profit? It is 
profit dollars that keeps us all employed in one form or another. 


Lastly, I guess I am a bit too conservative to accept the elimination of 
"Class" as discussed in a prior thread. It is the distinction between 
classes that helps keep us motivated to improve. Our society seems hell bent 
on eliminating class by lowering the high end and raising the low end, 
making us all the same. 


This is as it seems, a conflict with all that I have said prior in regard to 
Amateur Radio but you see, each thing must be considered on it's own merit. 
To say you are against all things that propose the lowering of standards 
period, is lowering yourself to an unthinking reactionary. You must consider 
what is the end result of each situation and what it is you hope to gain or 
lose. The big picture if you will. 


No matter what we say in public, all of us want to raise our standards of 
living, or "Class". It is a basic human urge. Seeing what others have 
achieved motivates us to seek methods of self-improvement. It is the basis 
of our competitve urge to do better than the next guy that helped put us on 
the Moon and explore space (Remember Kennedy?). Cream does raise to the top, 
and there is no limit to how high the top can be. High achievers however, 
make some people nervous. 


Anyway, in regards to Amateur Radio, this is why I suggested we provide a 
higher class of license that would offer NO additional priveleges! A 
pinacale for those to climb, for no other reason than because it is there. 
Can you imagine the rush of self-pride one would feel to accomplish such a 
thing? "Looked like it was hard so I thought I would see if I could do it". 
The motivators for achievement for your peers? (as a secondary 
consideration, it could be the mandatory class of license to become a VE). 
In addition, we could cover both ends ie., providing an easier path to enter 
into the hobby AND a path for higher achievement.

Hi Guys 


I have studied the original pixie for a while. Recently I came across this 
list and your discussion of the pixie-2. 

Now I have built ‘a standard-no mods' pixie-2 - ugly bugly or birdsnest 
construction. I used a ceramic resonator (3.578Mhz) instead of a crystal 
and it works. So far so good. 


I had/have some problems with it: 


I work it from the suggested 9V from a battery. 

I had a lot of ‘motorboating'. I found 5,6v on pin 6 of the 1m386. That 
leaves abt 3mA for the IC and that is starving it so I reduced the 1k 
resistor to 470 ohms. No more motorboating. 


The pwrdraining of the osc gives abt ok RIT so that is ok. 


My problem: Heavy AM-detection (surprise! - nyah, just kidding). But we do 
have a LOT of strong AM broadcast in Europe. I have heard Kalundborg 
(danish on 243kHz), BBC, a few german ones and Radio Seoul (maybe they 
deserve a SWL-report?) A few CW signal HAVE come thru, but I haven't worked 
anybody with the rig so far... 


I have built my pixie-2 in a tobacco tin provided for me by a collegue who 
smokes. The lid is off so far. 


My humble Question to all the Guru's out there: Can I get rid off/reduce 
the unwanted AM detection and how??

A while back I put together an antenna tuner (now dubbed "the 
postmondernist antenna tuner" [pomo AT]) which was destined for the most 
recent iteration of the "traveling radio box." It worked so nice that I 
decided to trash out the version of the "ultimate transmatch" (UT) that 
I've been using on the base station for all these nigh on to 20 years 
since I last worked at Drake. The UT had worked great on 160 through 10 
with a bit of a snag at 20, which was fixed by putting a 20m dipole on 
the same feed line as the rest of the random assortment of lengths that 


were actually tower guys. 


So I rebuilt the pomo AT in the vast expanse of rack box space that I had 
in the previous UT chassis and found that 

(a) it worked pretty damn nice on 160 through 40 in the "low band" 
mode, providing I was willing to add extra parallel capacitance below 
about 3 MHz 

(b) it worked pretty well on 30 through 10 in the "high band" mode, 
provided I was willing to go through the arcane system of switches that I 
must now find hiding in the recently deconstructed "box of junk parts & 
other deteriorata that has prevented me seeing the floor for nearly 5 
years now."

(c) what I learned from this project will be applied to the pomo AT for 
when the K2 arrives, gets built & has 160m to play with.

Ron, 


I built one using a different construction technique for test purposes 
during the study of ZL Specials I did for Communications Quarterly some 
time back. My version was for 10 meters and was installed at a test 
height of 20'. My house-edge/driveway is bounded by a few trees, but 
nothing other than my regular tower and antenna to count as surrounding 
objects. So I guess we might classify the area as only modestly 
cluttered. 


I found no significant differences in the feedpoint impedance point the 
antenna in any direction--over the roof, at trees, etc. The antenna 
performed--as close as local helpers with the patience for me to turn the 
antenna every whichaway can allow--just as Roy's article specifies and as 
models of it. I modeled the antenna in both NEC and MININEC, with folded 
dipoles throughout the model and replicated these with 450-Ohm windowed 
vinyl covered line. The length adjustment to the model was about a little 
over 1% for the insulation. 


I built mine on a light weight thinwall PVC framework, with the element 
ends in slots for easy access for test trimming. The framwork allowed 
easy rotation for pattern determination, but I really would not recommend 
such an arrangement for long-term use. Even with lines from the center 
mast extension to the four corners, it undulated in the wind. Strong, but 
disconcerting. However, the antenna can be build by taping elements to 
bamboo, fiberglass, or other light tubes. The key is to keep the phasing 
line between elements spaced from the mast, if you make a rotatable 
version. Might even conside using a short (under 5') length of PVC for 
the antenna boom to mast junction for both the boom and for the mast 
extension. A lot of early (1950s) ZL Specials failed to work because of 
phase line coupling to metal booms. The twist in the phase line becomes 
ineffective if coupled to a common third line like a metallic boom. Of 
course, the fixed mounting that Roy suggest for Field Day use, with the 
half-wave switchable lines to reverse directions is also effective. 


The pattern is quite broad in the forward direction, and F-B is generally 
Superior to most 2-element Yagis of driven-element/reflector design. 


however, side rejection is good. 


Hope these notes are useful.

This is no longer true. 


If you use Netscape's mail client or Microsoft Outlook or Outlook Express, 
it is possible for opening a mail message to do all sorts of things, even 
without an embedded Word or Excel document. The RISKS list reports that for 
Outlook Express, you don't even have to OPEN the mail message, although I'm 
personally a little skeptical about that since I haven't seen the exact 
mechanism (Inbox Assistant maybe?) 


Although I haven't seen it mentioned specifically, I would expect Eudora to 
also be vulnerable, since it uses the Mozilla engine. 


The root of the problem is that these mail clients will execute ECMAscript 
(formerly called Javascript) code in the mail message without warning, and 
potentially, without any indication that it's happening. 


The Netscape hole applies to operating systems other than Windoze, and there 
seem to be some additional vulnerabilities with the Linux version of 
Netscape, tho I haven't personally delved into the Linux details. 


The Netscape issue is especially nasty since (contrary to their claims) 
Navigator/Communicator writes your unencrypted credit card numbers to the 
disk cache. A widely available email script can scavenge valid credit card 
numbers from your cache and mail them off without any indication that this 
is happening. 


Sorry, it just gets nastier and nastier out there.

While this is getting 
seriously off-topic, there is something in here that would be of interest 
to the general QRP-L attendance. Namely.... 


> Appreciate the thought, but unless the message is a MS Word document 
> that has an imbedded macro, and in that event, you must open it in 
> Word, it is impossible for an email message to do as you suggest. 


What most people don't realize is that Microsoft Outlook and Outlook Express 
both default to using Microsoft Word as their e-mail viewer. You have to 
explicitly tell it OTHERWISE upon installation. 


Now I'm not familiar with Word's macro language (which is really a dialect 
of Visual Basic), but I do know that it has the power to call upon COM 
objects (Component Object Model, not .COM files) within the Windows 
environment; and guess what happens to be a COM object itself? Word, and 
THE DESKTOP. This means that all this script has to do is call the desktop, 
get the root file object, and recursively start deleting. The code to do 
this in Visual Basic is actually quite small, and can be made very 
inconspicuous very easily (making any attached scripts Trojan Horses, 
basically). I suspect the same is true for WordBasic (Word 6.x) and 

Visual Basic for Applications (Office 95 and later). 


> These "warnings" come up from time to time, and are in themselves 
> the "virus". 


While the vast majority of such notices ARE hoaxes, you'll be suprised at 
how much of a security hole Windows itself is, much less /defaulting/ Word 
as the e-mail viewer. This is one of the reasons why I do not advocate 
using Windows in a business setting unless it's ABSOLUTELY required to do 
so, and even then, *xONLY**x Windows NT Workstation 4.0 Service Pack 3. 
Service Pack 4 has nasty security loopholes, and caused NT to be FORBIDDEN 
by the NSA to be in secure portions of the government computer network. 
This is a serious blow to Microsoft, and will force them to delay NT 5.0 
significantly (considering NT 5 uses NT 4 as its foundation). So much for 
its long-touted C2 security, eh? 


And even NT 4 is a major security hole in itself, as OUT OF THE BOX, any 
old Joe Blow can type at a command prompt: 


C:\WINNT\Profiles\JoeBlow\Desktop> CD \ 
C:\> DELTREE WINNT 


and Windows will /happily/ start deleting itself. I'm not talking about 
the system administrator, mind you -- I'm talking an ordinary user account! 
So even NT 4 requires serious man-time to configure its security well. 

But at least it CAN be secured well enough for business use. The question 
is, how many people in today's upper echelon of systems administrators know 
this? I can tell you from practice: not many. 


Currently, I advocate two alternative operating systems for general use ina 
networked business environment. Linux and Solaris. Linux is a little less 
secure, but works fantastic as a workstation machine because its fast. It 

can be MADE to be very secure, but like NT, you have to do it manually 

(though Debian does a nice job of setting up default security quite nicely). 
Solaris, however, is really quite secure, but is slower than Linux, lending 
its target use as a file or other network server. And yes, it's FAR more 
expensive too. :) Both are really quite reliable -- I haven't had to 

reboot any AxisInternet's UNIX servers in YEARS (yes, that's right), whereas 
the NT servers needed periodic reboots about every two months. I do recommend 


NT, however, for web server use; and that's all. 


As a systems administrator for AxisInternet (now merged with Simply Internet, 


unfortunately for our prior customers), I /have/ seen these types of virii, 
and what they can do to our client's computers. I am now both network 
engineer and system administrator for a startup ISP (to replace 
AxisInternet), and I can assure you, I will be keeping a close eye on this. 
If it happens too often, I will block all x-application/ms-word and 
application/ms-word MIME types from their recipients (with suitable 
notification to our customers, of course).

Ron's comments on his coiled coax balun shorting out in the middle of the 
NA contest and Joe's comments on the balun and feedline have prompted these 
comments. 


Care should be taken in building air core coiled coax baluns not to exceed 
the minimum bend radius of the coax. The coil formed should not be less 
than 15 times the coax outside diameter, or 7.5 inches for RG-8 type or 4 
inches for RG58 type. 


A coiled coax balun should probably not be made from coax with foam 

dielectric as the foam can allow the middle conductor to move and short to 
the outside shield. The coax is particularly likely to do this if the coax 
has been bent sharply and then brought back to straight. I think this may 


have been Ron's problem (other than the QRP gods extracting vengence for 
operating at 100 W :4%)). 


An alternate consideration for a light weight low loss feed line for single 
band antennas us 300 Ohm ladder line. Feed the dipole with a half 
wavelength of this (remember the velocity factor) and then with a few ft or 
so of RG174 or RG58 with ferrite beads slipped over the end to assist in 
the unbalanced to balanced transition. A half wavelength of feedline will 
reflect the impedance seen at one end (the dipole at 50 Ohms more or less) 
to the feedline impedance (also 50 Ohms) regardless of the impedance of the 
feedline. The short length of leightweight coax can be connected to the 
rig. This will have low loss on all HF bands, be light weight and easy to 
carry. The length required for the balanced section may be high on 40 M, 50 
ft or so, but is manageable on 30 M and higher.

Perhaps this can be approached from a different perspective as an 
opportunity. Admittedly, I don't have many answers, but I do have 
a few thoughts. 


One of the wonderful things about QRP that I have observed is that 

low power and portability seem to be cornerstones of QRP. As a beginner 
I like these elements. There are indeed other elements that I surely am 
missing however those other elements are not what I am referring to here. 


CW is loved by many. There are other modes that are enjoyed by 

many as well. A suggestion I would make is that perhaps some might 
consider endevoring to develope QRP rigs that are both low power and 
portable that include these other modes as well in an automated/manual 
fashion. For example; 


Using PIC and QRP techniques, I suspect that a portable low power 
transmitter/receiver that allows for automatically interpretting CW and 
other modes such as packet is possible. Such a device would have a small 
keyboard, perhaps an LCD display along with a small CW key as well. 


Again, I am not sufficiently knowledgable enough to design such a 

device myself. However, I suspect there would indeed be a great deal 
of interest in such a device where all its components were publically 
available and were the community at large could add to such a device.

I've seen a number of messages complaining about the noise just below 7.040. 
I have a suspicion what it may be. 


Here in the San Francisco Bay area, most of our cable systems are owned by 
TCI. They appear to be installing rf modems in homes signed up for HBO to 
get the billing info into the phone without having to run phone lines to the 
TV location in the house. Presumably there is a second box by the phone to 


pick up and pass on the billing info as needed. 


Now, get this. These rf£ modems operate on 3.525 MHz, more or less. They 
were described to me as a rather sloppy crystal oscillator, and can be heard 
here from 3.500 up to around 3.55 or so. Listen at your location and see 
what you hear. 


These modems are supposed to be made by a company called Phenix, not sure of 
exact spelling, somewhere in UT. I have heard one of the principals in the 
company is a ham, so hopefully if enough complaints come in, they will move 
the frequency. 


The impact of these devices is scary. Even if each one complies with Part 
15 radiation limits, if you are surrounded by a number of them, you ain't 
got a chance. 


So, to my original point, I think the noise we are hearing may be the second 
harmonic of the hash on 80m. Only problem I have with this notion is that 
our noise peak is around 7.039, while on 80m it peaks around 3.525 which 
doubles to 7.05. 


Anyone else got any further insights here?

I've used James's technique described below for several years. I make the 
antenna for one prime band and use it on all the others too. The additional 
loss from SWR on the coax amounts to very little. I however use 440 ohm ladder 
line as 300 ohm line is generally too flimsy in the wire guage dept. 73 Roy 
Lincoln WA4DOU--------------------------5------- 


An alternate consideration for a light weight low loss feed line for single 
band antennas us 300 Ohm ladder line. Feed the dipole with a half 


wavelength of this (remember the velocity factor) and then with a few ft or 
so of RG174 or RG58 with ferrite beads slipped over the end to assist in 
the unbalanced to balanced transition. A half wavelength of feedline will 
reflect the impedance seen at one end (the dipole at 50 Ohms more or less) 
to the feedline impedance (also 50 Ohms) regardless of the impedance of the 
feedline. The short length of leightweight coax can be connected to the 
rig. This will have low loss on all HF bands, be light weight and easy to 
carry. The length required for the balanced section may be high on 40 M, 50 
ft or so, but is manageable on 30 M and higher.
